DIRECTIONS FOR FILLING HOUSTON 
SUCTION FILLING PENS. 

Unscrew cap over pen point; also remove tapered cap 
over plunger. This cap is only friction tight and can bo 
removed more easily by turning slightly either right or left. 
Push plunger st^ ight down as far as possible; emerge gold 
pen in the ink up to the rubber, draw plunger back slowly 
as you would in a syringe. Draw plunger back securely as 
this fills pen completely and corks end of barrel. Replace 
taper cap.
